MaramMonas, April 22, —By the stage of Satur-
day evening, the 20th, we have news from
Quereétaro to the 12th Instant; but there is
nothing of ymportance to record.

The papers in the interior ara mostly taken up
with aceounts of the overations of General Dinz
in the vicinity of Puebla, which will have
reached youn via Vera Cruz prior to the recep-
tion of this,

The relative position of the Liberals and Im-
erinliste sbout Puebla sud the canlial was as
ollows:—Diuz occupgln FPuoebla, his line ex-
tending to Tlascala, At Martin, ou the road
from that city to the capital, General Letva,
whose line extends as tar as Rio Frio on the
some road,. Marquez al Guadalupe, cast of San
Martin, Zﬁmgmgo was ocoupied by Guadar-
rama, where he was enabled to cover the rond
leading from Guadalupe to the capital. As will
be seep, the disposition of the Liberal foroes
wis such, that whatever route Marquez al-
tempted to revurn to the capiial he woanld come
in contact with them.

Tacubayn, pear Mexico, was ocenpled by
Francisco A, Veles, who kept constantly harass-
ing the Imperialists inside the capital,

tofore enjoyed by such foreigners not coutained
in the Constitution of 1867,

The effect of this decree will be to reduce all
foreigners, save Americans, to the level of
Mexican subjects, remdering them liable to con.
scription, forced loang, and confiscation of pro-
Fer:y; and io all things they become subject to

ike pains and pepalites as vative subjects,
The result will doubtless be a hasty exit of all
foreigners who can by any possibility get away.
